POLICE FORCE HONEST BUT INEFFICIENT 


Griesbach Finds 
No Evidence of 
Corruptibility 


Investigator Recommends Retirement of 
Three, Physically Unfit—Says Chief 


Capable if Well Supported 


That while the organization of the Edmonton Police Force as at present 
constituted is reasonably satisfactory, defects of administration and phys 
ical defects among the personnel are such that it is only about 70 per cent 
efficient, is the finding of Maj.-Gen. Hon, W_ A. Gries bach, CB; CMG.,; 


DS.O.; V.D.; KC., following an exhaustive inquiry into the workings of the 
force. ‘Appointed some wecks ago on the order of the Mayor and Council to 
make a probe after the police force had come under fire during the civic 
elect‘on campaign, General Griesbach completed his work on Thursday last 
and his report came before Council on M mday night 

Nb charges of corruptibility have been made, nor is there anything 
which would suggest in any way that any officer or man of the force has 
been guilty of bribe-taking or any other form of wrongdoing, said 
General Griesbach in his findings. There is, however, much ignorance of 
Police duties, dullness, slackness and carelessness on the part of the 
personnel, and administrative capacity inside the force is practically non- 
existent. 

Abolition of the office of deputy chief constable and appointment of 
an administrative officer, to be known as a “Staff Inspector,” to take 
rank immediately after the chief of police; immediate abolition of the 
Police Union to do away with interference in the administration of the 
force, especially whore discipline is concerned; compulsory retirement of 
two inspectors, two men of the detective department, and four uniformed 
patrolmen, and their replacement by eight younger and more active 
police officers, together with an increase of twelve additional men to the 
force, are among the recommendations made by General Griesbach, Five 
of the officers to be retired are considered to have reached an age where 
their usefulness as policemen is considered to be gone, while the re- 
maining three are recommended for retirement on the grounds of physical 
unfitness, 

Immediate establishment of a pension scheme, so that men retired will 
be given some consideration for their years of service in the force, and so 
that in future there will be some inducement for the right type of man to 
take up police work as a life vocation, is also among the recommendations 
made, 

COVERS EVERY ANGLE. 

Every phase of the police depart- 
{ment is covered in the report, which 
is regarded in official circles as being | 
unique in its comprehensiveness, The 
medical history of the men as dis- 
closed by a strict medical examina- 
tion ordered by General Griesbach; 
their record on the force; the man- 
ner in which they carry out the 
| duties assigned them; the condition | 
of police records; the activities of the

penalties which may be imposed 
under the act are also ceclared in- 
valid. 


Section 16 of the special war rev- 
enue act, which plaintiff also sought 
to have declared ultra vires, Justice 
Garrow inclined to the belief that it 
was valid. This is the view adopted 
by the Quebec court recently. The 
section states that every person rest- 
dent in Canada who insures his 
property with any British or foreign 
company not licensed under the in- 
surance act to transact business in 
Canada, shall pay a tax of five per 
cent of the total net cost of such 
insurance for the preceding year 

The argument against this section 
was that it was not a tax for the pur- 
pose of raising revenue, but an indirect 
method adopted to compel insurers to 
come within the dominion fold in re- 
gard to insurance matters 

Justice Garrow stated that un- 
doubtly parliament has a right to tax 
and determine its method of taxation

WHAT AILS THE POLICE 

Honest, but only seventy per cent ef- 
ficient; is the verdict of Senator Griesbach 
as the result of his investigation into the 
city’s police department. 

There will be, as there should be, gen- 
eral and genuine satisfaction that no evi- 
dence has been forthcoming of corruption 
on the part of the force or of any member 
of it. The widest possible opportunity 
was given for the presentation of facts, by 
personal testimony, by letter, and even by 
confidential communications addressed to 
the commissioner. His finding on that 
phase of the subject is therefore conclu- 
sive, and should be taken as being so. 

As to effectiveness, the commissioner 
makes a number of clear-cut recommenda- 
tions, and takes the responsibility of say- 
ing that if these are followed the force 
can be brought up to one hundred per 
cent efficiency without loss of time. His 
chief recommendations are that the police 
be placed under the direction of a commis- 
sion; that an administrative officer be 
brought in from outside; and that the po- 
lice union be dissolved and the rigid rule 
of promotion by seniority abandoned. 

The investigation has evidently been 
thorough and comprehensive. The report 
of the commissioner is exhaustive, and he 
has brought together a vast amount of in- 
formation on police matters which will be 
permanently useful alike to the force and 
to those charged with its administration. 
That alone would make the enquiry worth 
while and worth the money it has cost. 

Having called for an investigation, it 
is to be supposed the city council will take 
prompt steps to put the recommendations 
of the commissioner into effect and thus 
bring the force up to standard, 


THE WEEDING OUT PROCESS 


Delegates to the U. F. A. convention 
faced an agenda loaded with some three 
hundred resolutions sent up by the locals. 
These dealt with about every important 
and less important question that is at 
present showing up in the political land- 
scape. They embodied all the usual speci- 
fics recommended for relieving the pre- 
vailing depression, and some strange and 
wonderful schemes for giving the wheat 
crop a value which it does not possess. 

Most of these offerings went into the 
discard, but something more than a half 
hundred of them were approved and will 
in due course be ceneoted to the Provin- 
cial and Dominion governments. Not all 
of these will be translated into law at the 
coming sessions of the legislature and par- 
liament; nor at any other sessions, If pre- 
cedent counts for anything, the great ma- 
jority will not be heard of again until an- 

ther convention assembles, and not then 
if economic conditions take a turn for the 
better in the meantime. 

But that does not mean that the con- 
vention was barren of results. On the 
contrary, a few of the recommendations 
will undoubtedly lead to legislative action, 
while others will help to crystallize public 
opinion or to provoke controversy on mat- 
ters which are not at all likely to become 
subjects for law-making. The balance rep- 
resent the inevitable wastage in the weed- 
ing-out process. 

This annual convention is a clearing 
house where proposals originating in a 
multitude of heads are subjected to d's- 
cussion, and to a preliminary elimination 
course. Those which survive are passed 
along to the governments, where the most 
of them are quietly deposited in pigeon- 
holes from which they seldom emerge. A 
handful eventually get into the statute 
books. 

If, of the three hundred resolutions 
which confronted the delegates, three are 
found to be ava'lable as the basis of prac- 
tical and useful laws or departures in pub- 
lic policy, the convention will not have 
been a failure, nor will the net result of its 
labors be below the average for such popu- 
lar assemblages. 


OUTSTANDING RESOLUTIONS 


Public interest in what was done at 
the U. F. A. convention will probably cen- 
tre upon a half dozen of the decisions 
taken there. 

The delegates went on record as favor- 
ing the establishment of a 100 per cent 
compulsory wheat pool. They condemned 
the secession talk. They urged that an in- 
vestigation be made into grain trading 
They approved the nationalization of 
broadcasting. They called for a 70-cent 
“peered” price for wheat at Fort William, 

Three of these decisions have to do 
with the marketing of wheat. They are

not all or altogether in line with the de- 
mands of wheat-growers in the other two 
prairie provinces. But their significance 
is the same. They disclose an uneasy 
feeling that the drop in wheat prices may 
not be merely a temporary slump, but that 
the wheat-grower faces a world situation 
in which prices may rule lower than in re- 
cent years. That the delegates, despite 
the repeated conviction of Mr. H. W. 
Wood, declared for a compulsory pool 
suggests at least a doubt that wheat-grow- 
ing will for some time be a_ profitable 


business unless it is converted into a 
monopoly. 
That is a pretty strong hint from 


wheat-growers that farmers who are situ- 
ated to do so would be well advised to di- 
versify their methods and not depend too 
much upon raising wheat to sell in over- 
sea markets where the demand is slack 
and may remain so. 

The secession talk was condemned, as 
it deserved to be, on two grounds; that 
secession would be an act of folly, and 
that most of the talk about secession is 
“bluff,” intended to intimidate the Domin- 
ion Gavernment and the people of the 
eastern provinces. That will be interest- 
ing to certain gentlemen in Saskatchewan 
who have been threatening to pull con- 
federation to pieces. 

The convention’s approval of national 
broadcasting will be distressful to friend 
Journal and other interested parties, who 
would much rather have the Government 
raise the license fee for receiving sets and 
hand them the money. It is, however, in 
keenine with the tenor of the Aird report, 
and with the opinions of those generally 
who are concerned in broadcasting only 
from the standnoint of getting the most 
for the money they have paid for receiving 
sets and licenses to “listen in,”

‘VETS CONTINUE 
NARRATIVES OF 
PRISON CAMPS 


Reparations Committee 
Concludes Session in 
Edmonton 


“Shoot me dead if you like, I won't 
work.” 

These words, directed at a German 
officer in a punishment camp behind 
the lines summed up Alex Berry's at- 
litude towards his captors while in- 
carcerated in the prison camp. Private 


Berry, of Calgary, told a story of in- 
subordination while a prisoner in 
Germany when he a,peared before 
the War Reparations Committee 
oe sat in the Macdonald hotel 
Moder mornnig, to hear claims of 
maltreatment from soldiers who had 
been captured curing the war. The 
Committee finished its sitting here 
shorily before noon Tuesday, and will 
leave for Winnipeg Tuesday night. 
Errol M. McDougall, K.C., reparations 
mmissioner, Montreal; Major A. 
Spencer Relph, deputy commissioner, 
Ottawa; J. C. Hanley, official re- 
porter Montreal; Miss M. Hanley, 
transcriber, Montreal, were the mem- 
bers of the Committee which has sat 
here since Monday morning. 
WAS BLOWN UP 
Continuing his story, Mr. Berry said 
that he had joined the Canadian Ex- 
itionary Force, 113th Artillery, 
ember 15, 191 and was blown up 
by a shell on Jur , 1916, being sub- 
sequently captured and taken to 
Camp Duhlin, Westphalia, where he 
remained for five months. He was 
later taken 30 miles away and put to 
work in a pig iron yard along with 
50 other men. Hours were long and 
food was bad and the men refused to 


The Huns, aiming to break 
Spirits, stood them to attention 
for four hou and clubbed them with 
rifies, hey attempted to relax 

Sh af'er New Year's, 1917, 
Berry in company with another pris- 
oner made a break for freedom, but 
Was caught and taken to Doorman, 
where he received 21 days in jail with 
bread and water to eat. Later he was 
Sent to Siddo punishment camp, and 
it was here that he told the guard 
that he would rather die than work. 
He finished his prison term in a coal 
mine at Mertzberg, where he recived 
a wound in the left side, inflicted 
with a baynot by a German officer 
with whom he had gotten into an 
argument. Then came the Armistice. 

Smashed in the mouth with a rifle 
butt because he was too weak to work 

that consti‘uted the Christmas gift 
which Tommy Atkinson, Calgary, re- 
ceived from the Germans on Christ- 
mas Eve, 1914. And no medical treat- 
ment was given him for the wound. 
According to his story, Atkinson 
Joined the British Reserves, Royal 
West Surrey, and was captured early 
1914, to be 


exact—at Ypres. One of the “Old 
Contemptibles”, he was taken to Gus- 
tow, Meklenberg, where he received 


the wound to the mouth, and later to 
Kalbenkirchen, 200 miles east of Gus- 
tow. Following a term of 15 days at 
Munster in June, 1915, he was taken 
to work in the coal mines at Ospel. 
He worked there for three years, six 

months. 
FRENCHMEN STRUCK 

“Some Frenchmen who understood 
German fairly well decided to go on 
Strike. I couldn't understand German 
or French, so I lined up with them, 
not knowing what it was all about. 


| An officer came and lined us up 


against a brick wall. He was drunk. 
| The n by a sign he ordered us to bear 
| our left breasts, We were to be shot.” 


|A superior officer interfered before 


the execution, however, and the pris- 
oners, were allowed to live, said At- 
kinson. His health was poor as a 
result of the treatment he received in 
the prison camps, he maintained. 

How he s’aved in the prison camps, 
harbor'ng a deep hatred of Germany 
for the harsh way in which he was 
treated, and how he finally escaped 
into Holland on January 24, 1918, was 
the tale told by John L. Davis, 9204 
95 street, Edmonton, when he 
appeared before the Committee. Davis 
joined up with the First Canadian 
Expeditionary Force, Third Battalion, 
and was captured at the Second 
Battle of Ypres, being gassed and 
buried by shell fire. He was taken to 
Camp Gesen, Germany, where he at- 
tempted to evade work by deftly 
stitching sergeant’s stripes on his arm, 
Later he was marched to Eastenmoor 
Camp, and then to a farm, where he 
got in‘o trouble through a fight with 
a Frenchman Then came Camp 
| Saltu, with its “sword exercise.” The 
prisoners were lined up at attention 
and an officer strode along the lines 
Slashing at either side of the men 
with a sword. If they moved a very 
ittle they were in danger of being cut 
with the keen blade. Work on a 
farm-—back to barracks every night— 
and then the 25 mile flight to the 
Dutch border, and home.

CAPE TOWN, Jan. 27.—The Union 
Government has made an important 
change in its system of military train- 
ing in order to give air officers more 
opportunity of making a military ca- 
reer a life profession In future all 
cadets, whether for the South African 
Air Force or South African Field Ar- 
tillery will be trained as both gunners 
and pilots 

This will ensure that when a cadet 
qualifies for a commission he will be 
appointed in the permanent force and 
will be posted to the South African 
Air Force, where he will serve some 
years as a pilot and will then be trans- 
ferred to the artillery or, if qualified 
in the staff duties course, to the South 
African Staff Corps. 

This scheme opens considerably a 
w'de field of promotion for airmen. It 
will mean that in time to come all of- 
ficers in the South African permanent 
force will be pilots, which will place 
South Africa's little army a step in 
advance of the other armies of the 
world 

It is accepted all the world over 
that no fighting pilot should be re- 
tained after the middle thirties, and it 
is for this reason that the Royal Air 
Force is divided into two categories: 
the permanent pilots who have had a 
reasonable chance of promotion to the 
h'gher ranks of command, and short 
service commissioned pilots who serve 
up to the age limit of usefulness of 
the pilot and are then retired with 
compensation. In South Africa the 
government has up to now followed 
the same idea, but as the force is a 
very small one, all airmen under the 
| rank of major are now on short ser- 
vice commissions, renewed every three 
years, subject to sat!sfactory service on 
the part of the officer and provided 
he is not over the age of 30 as a Heu- 
tenant or 35 as a captain. 

From now onward, however, the | 
young airman in South Africa will also 
be a gunner and his chance of enter- 
ing upon # permanent military career 
will be far greater than under the old 
system, This consideration, will, it is 
expected, induce a considerable num- 
ber of young men to apply for admis-

| FORCE COSTS REAL MONEY 


Pointing out that the force is cost- 
ing at present in the neighborhood of 
$170,000 a year, and that capital In- 
vestment in buildings, equipment and 
real estate will soon be $200,000, Gen- 
eral Griesbach says that such figures 
call for “sound administration on the 
most modern lines consistent with the 
performance of the services for which 
the force is created.” 

His investigation showed that such 
administration was not now available. 
“The present investment and annual 
expenditure of your Police force re- 
quires that it shall be managed, direct- 
ed, and instructed by a type of man 
of higher education and greater intel- 


lectual capacity than its present offi- |

MANY UNSOLVED CASES 

Lectures to police constables by 
superior officers on various phases 
of police duty were practically un- 
heard of, and there was a tendency 
to drop cases if pressure was not 
brought to bear on having them 
solved. In the past ten-years the re- 


| cords show 2612 unsolved cases in 
Edmonton. 
Laxness in checking constables’ 


patrol books was noted, 
GENERAL GETS SURPRISE 

“I called for and read 30 of your 
constables’ notebooks, Some of them 
were almost illegible, and with one 
or two exceptions, none properly 
written, I found to my surprise that 
one individual had written up his 
book four days in advance of the 
day upon which I read it. The en- 
tries so written noted that he was 
visited by the Inspector and the 

Patrol Sergeant during the hours of 
the night,” says the report, followed 
by the ironic comment that ‘one may 

be pardoned if one questions the 

value of such entries.” 

“However, what is important in this 
particular discussion !s the fact that 
these books are never read or exam- 
ined by an officer or anybody else, and 
such books have ceased to play any 
part in the administrative scheme of 
the Police department,” continues the 
report 

Examination of the books and forms 
in use in the department conveyed the 
impression that there is a need for ar 
overhauling of the book and paper 
methods for the elimination of use- 
less work and material, and to bring 
about the proper co-ordination and 
simplification of the system 
UNSATISFACTORY STATE 

During his investigation Genera) 
Griesbach on several occasions visited 
police headquarters. On December 23 
at 1240 p.m, he found only three 
officers there, the desk sergeant in 
the duty room, the turnkey at the 
back of the building, and the identi- 
fication detective in the identification 
room, There were six prisoners in 
the cells, and if an emergency call 
had been received, it could not have 
been answered immediately 

“This I consider an unsatisfact- 
ory state of affairs. The force should 
function as such twenty-four hours 
in the day and seven days a week, 
and provision should be made for 
the proper relief of the administra- 
tive staff and men on duty to per- 
mit of « larger number of men 
being in or about the premises at 
all hours of the day and night,” 
says the report, 

On December 26 General Griesbach 
inspected the 11 p.m. relief. Owing to 
men taking their “time off” in lieu of 
overtime and other causes, he inspect- 
ed only 8 men of all ranks. These in- 
cluded the n'ght inspector, the patrol 
sergeant, and station duty man, leay- 
ing only five men to go out on their 
beats and the beats of the absent men 
absolutely uncovered 

“I cannot consider this system sat- 
isfactory; on the other hand I hesitate 
to say how the situation may be met 
except by an increase in the strength 
of your force,” is the comment. 


FINGER PRINT DEPARTMENT 

The finger-print and criminal 
photography branch of the department 
was commended, the work being found 
well done although fac'lities in the 
present building are not so good as 
they might be 

The second-hand dealers’ check-up 
however, was not carried out in ac- 
cordance with proper police procedure 
and the detectives in charge did not 
even have a list of the 58 second-hand 
stores and two pawnshops in the city 
admitting that he made his check-ups 


from memory. His reports on the 
check-up were badly written and 
many of them conta'’ned no useful 


iuformution at all, while a subsequent 
invesUgalion of the books of the 
second-hand dealers’ showed that 
they were not in any better shape than 
the police records, and were not being 
kept for the most part, as required 
oy law.

ual is responsible for their enforce- 
ment. 

An immediate revision of the by- 
laws with their consolidation and 
printing in such form that they can 
be distributed to the force and the 
police made familiar with them is 
suggested, 

OR TOO FEW POLICE 

“The rigid enforcement of the by- 
laws calls for many more men than 
you have in your police force, and 
the Council must decide whether 
its bylaws are to be rigidly enforced 
or not, If bylaws are not to be en- 
forced they ought not to be passed 
by the Council. 1 can think of noth- 
ing more harmful to the general 
education and morale of the public 
than the passing of laws which are 
not enforced or enforctble,” is the 
comment.

London Life Report 
Shows Company Is 
Making Progress 


LONDON, Ont., Jan. 27.—-Despite 
present unfavorable business condi 
tions generally, the London Life had 
one of the best, statemets tn its 56 
years of operation, submitted at its 
annual meeting which was held this 
week 

The surplus earnings were the larg- 
est in the company's history, After 
deducting funds necessary to meet all 
government requirements, and pro- 
viding in addition for all profits due 
and accruing to policyholders, the ac- 
cumulated surplus amounts to $7,539,- 
000, an increase of $1,312,121. The 
policy reserves (Le., the money neces- 
sary to meet all obligations under its 
policies) are maintained on the high- 
est standard in use on the North Am- 
erican continent for similar classes of 
business, and on a standard which 
calls for $3,893,790 more than re- 
quired by the Dominion Insurance 
Act. A large portion of the industrial 
business has been placed on a 3 per 
cent basis, making 89.8 per cent of

New business amounted to $107,- 
189,000 for the year, or slightly more 
than $2,000,000 of tnsurance each 
week. Several new records were set
